Joseph Kennedy, on Old Citizen, Killed 
by John Daily,a Workman, With- 
out Provocation. 


A CRIME THAT FQUALS GUITEAU'S, 


WasuincToN, July 13,—The most sensa- 
ional murder that has occurred in Washing- 
< since the assassination of President Gar- 
Geld was committed about 5 o’clock this even- 
tne on the corner of Fifteenth street and Penn- 
syivania avenue, opposite the northeastern end 
pf the treasury department building. Joseph 
“ G. Kennedy, an attorney and real estate 
agent, and one of the oldest residents of Wash- 
ington, and a personal acquaintance of many 
of the most prominent people of the national 
capital, was 
MURDERED IN COLD BLOOD, 

and apparently without provocation, by John 
Daily, a white laborer. 

A few minutes before five o’clook, Mr. Ken- 
pedy left his office, just above the Riggs bank, 
and crossed the street diagonally to the oppo- 

ite corner, where he mailed several letters. 
Te then starved to take a car of the Fourteenth 
street railroad. When he was within a few 
feet of the car, Daily, who had bene loitering 
ground the corner for several hours, walked up 
‘ehind him, and drawing a large, keen bladed 
knife, similar to those used by butchers in 
killing hogs, ran it into Kennedy’s right side 
rear the abdomen, with a vicious lunge, and 
shen gave it a jerk sidewise. 

A large crowd was on the corner at the time, 
fneluding many clerks in the government de- 
partinents, but they were so horror stricken 
that for a moment nobody <moved. Mr. Ken- 
nedy fell tothe ground, and afterjgiviug one 
cry of ‘“‘murder,’”’ groaned deeply and 

POINTED TO HIS MURDERER, 
who made no attempt to escape. 

At this moment Henry Mason, a colored 
watchman in the Safe Deposit building, on the 
opposite corner, hearing the cry, ran out and 
supported the wounded man as best he could. 
The knife dropped out of Mr. Kennedy’s side at 
this instant and Mason resigned the care of the 
murdered man to a physician who had come 
up. Mason then seized Daily, who stood look- 
Ing on apparently the most unconcerned and 
felf-possessed man in the crowd, which had 
unti! now held aloof as if afraid to approach 
the murderer. Mr. Kennedy expired in about 
five minutes, and his body was removed to the 
police station, where an inquest will be held 
to-morrow morning. Excitement rose rapidly 
and the crowd grew boisterous, 

THREATENING TO HANG THE MURDERER. 

Daily paid but little attention to them, and 
refused tosay why he committed the crime. 
Only when provoked by the crowd he turned 
fiercely around and said: 

“Ves, I killed him, d—n him.”’ 

he indignation of the people became so great 
that Policeman Solkeld, who had taken charge 
of the murderer, removed him to the drug- 
store on the corner, where he was kept until a 
patrol wagon came and carried him to the sta- 
tion house.

about the affair, of which the general purport 
Was that Mr. Kennedy had wronged his father 
years ago, and had secured property worth 
$4,000 for $900, and that he refused to make 
restitution. The murdered man was about 
seventy-five years of age, of an old Maryland 
family, and one of the most respected citizens 
of Washington. He was a grandson of Ellicott, 
vho at the request of President Washington, 
surveyed ten miles square, which was incorpo- 
rated as the District of Columbia. In 1850 and 
1869, Mr. Kennedy was commissioner of the 
census. He was a prominent politician in 
earlier days, and anardent adherent of the 
old whig party. At one time he edited the 
Franklin, Pa., Intelligencer. He was an inti- 
mate friend of ex-Senator Conkling, Attorney- 
General Garland, and W. W. Corcoran, and a 
Jarge number of other people. He acted as agent 
for Hon Levi P. Morton, and conducted that 
gentleman's real estate operations in this city. 
He leaves an unmarried daughter, Miss Sallie 
Kennedy; ason, Joseph Kennedy, and one 
married daughter, who is the wife of General 
Biddle, a wealthy Californian. Mr. Kennedy 
was a man of considerable property.

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. SAKE SHARP IN COURT. 


The Old Man Brought up for Sentence, But 


It Is Postponed, 
New York, July 13.—A carriage containing 
Mr. Sharp, Warden Keating, of Ludlow street 


jail, Deputy Sheriff Carran, Mr. Selmes and 


Mr. Sharp's coachman, turned into Cham- 
bers from Centre streét a little after ten 
o'clock this morning. It was surrounded by a 
jostling, eager crowd of fifty people, and its 
progress was very slow, The crowd was aug- 
mented by another crowd that had been in 
waiting foran hour on the courthouse ‘steps. 
The carriage finally halted at the foot of the 
tsteps,and with much labor the aged 
defendant alighted. He hung on the arms 
of his son-in-law, Mr. Selmes, and his faithful 
coachman, and Deputy Sheriff Curran, and 
Warden Keating took positions behind the two 
as they walked into the basement door. Mr. 
Sharp’s movements were painfully slow. One 
foot was placed before the other with great 
effort, and then but dragged. In the corridors 
of the supreme court floor a dozen policemen 
forced the crowd away from the stairway lead- 
ing to the court of oyer and terminer, but the 
advancing procession from the basement door 
did notascend tho staircase. The old man 
walked, aided by his crutches, into the private 
office of Sheriff Grant, and the doors were 
quickly closed against the crowd that had al- 
ready scented the game and rushed down from 
the corridors above. 

A moment later the wife of Mr. Sharp ar- 
rived in another carriage and she, too, was 
supported as she walked into the courthouse 
by her grandson, George Sharp, and another 

oung man. Ten minutes later the door of 

heriff Grant’s officé opened and the little pro- 
cession started across the lobby to the staircase 
leading to the court room, where Mr. Sharp 
was to be sentenced. Slowly, slowly Mr. 
Sharp ascended the stairs, he bein almost a 
lifeless burden upon the arms of Mr. Selimes 
and the coachman. The whole atmosphere 
was that of afuneral. Captain Billy Ricketts 
stood at the door of the court chambers at the 
head of the stairs and opened the double por- 
tals to admit the little procession, closing them 
quickly again after they had passed. 

It was 10:55 o’clock when they entered. Mr 
Sharp was led to aseat before the bar where 
he sank down in a state of utter collapse, and 
buried his face in a handkerchief. ‘To the sur- 
prise of every one, Judge Donohue was sitting 
on the bench, instead of Judge Barrett. The 
erier declared the court open, and almost in 
the same breath declared that it was adjourned 
to tomorrow at twelve o’clock. 

It was then learned that Judge Barrett was 
ill at his home and unable to appear in court 
to sentence Mr. Sharp. The illness of Judge 
Barrett had consequently obliged the post- 
ponement of the sentencing of the convicted 
bribe-giver. 

Accompanied by those who had been with 
him on his way to court, Mr. Sharp was es- 
corted back to the carriage in waiting outside 
the building and driven back to Ludlow street 
jail. 


A LIVELY LITTLE BATTLE. 


A Railroad’s Attempt to Obstruct the Streets 
of a City. 

CLEVELAND, O., July 13.—A special from 
Youngstown, O., says a regular pitched battle 
between about fifty Pittsburg and Western 
railroad employes, mostly Italians one side, 
and part of the police’ force with twenty-five 
specials, sixty engineers and the’ street com- 
missioner’s force, every member of the city 
council and fire department, under the leader- 
ship of M arshal Williams, on the other, took 
place this afternoon. Contractor Kelly, of the 
Pittsburg and Western, had a construction 
train across Mill street, making the read bed 
adout three feet above its grade, when the city 
forces at a given signal, blew on the fire whis- 
th, put in their appearance, and two 
well directed streams from three 
inch nozzles soon drowned the railroaders 
out. They deserted their locomotive and cars. 
The police mounted the locomotive, the rail- 
roaders rallied and climbed upon it and a bat- 
tle took place. Revolvers were drawn and the 
police used clubs and both parties fought until 
they all tumbled out of the engine cab. By 
this time three thousand people congregated, 
and a hand-to-hand fight occurred. The police 
again mounted the locomotive and pulled the 
train out of reach. Several arrests have been 
made, among them that of Contractor Kelly, 
who is in the lockup. The city forcés are now 
shoveling away the obstructions. 


CIVIL SERVICE EXAMINATIONS. 


Commission Secretary Doyle to Conduct 
Examinations on the Pacific Route. 
WASHINGTON, July 13.—John T. Doyle, sec- 


retary of the civil service commission, has been 
selected by the commission to conduct the au- 
tumn civil service examinations on the Pacif- 
ic route.

The 0 
inations will be for admission to the classifiec 
departmental service at Washington, and will 
be of the same general character as those 
which are being held here by the commission 
from time to time: Civil Service Commis- 
sioner Edgerton aud Chief Examiner Webster 
will go to Richmond tomorrow for the purpose 
of organizing a board of examiners in the post- 
ofiice in that city, which will hold examina- 
tions of clerks and letter carriers. Thirty

HE REFERS TO HIS BOYHOOD DAYS 


When He Wrestled With His Lesson in 
Latin—A Reception by the Pres- 
ident and Mrs. Cleveland. 


Utica, N. Y., July 13.—President Cleve- 
land with his wife, sister and Miss Hastings, 
his niece, Colonel Lamont and E. Prentiss 
Bailey, of Utica, came down from Holland 
Patent in the special coach ‘‘Coronet,”’ at nine 
o'clock this morning. They were met by 
Professor Hoyt and a number of. ladies and 
gentlemen of the centennial committee from 
Clinton. Professor Hoyt made a brief address 
of welcome to which the president responded 
ina few words. The Utica Jacksonians, one 
hundred strong, with the 12th United 
States infantry band, saluted the president 
and his ‘wife with its famous cheer and ‘Hail 
to the Chief ’’ as they stood upon the platform 
of the coach. Crowded trains have been run- 


ning to Clinton all the morning. The presi- 
dent’s special train started at9:15a.m. An 
immense crowd was at the Ontario Western 
railway station as the train pulled out. They 
cheered the president and waved their hats as 
he stood uncovered and bowed his acknowl- 
edgements. 

President Cleveland and party reached Clin- 
ton about 10 a.m. An immense crowd was at 
the station. The president’s party were escor- 

. ’ 
ed by the Jacksonians to Mrs. O.S. Williams's 
residence, where they were greeted by promi- 
nent members of the centennial committee and 
many venerable citizens, while a parade of six 
divisions was going over its route. In the pa- 
rade were chiefs, descendants of the Indians 
who gave the site of the village to its founders, 
and over one hundred Oneidas with an Indian 
band from Onondaga reservation. Nearly all 
available space within the village limits was 
crowded with spectators. Only one Grand 
Army post took part in the procession, and 
that was the Clinton post. ° 

After the parade, the president srent an 
hour in receiving callers at Mrs. Williams's 
home, and over 4,000 people were presented, 
The exercises in the park did not commence 
until nearly 2 o’clock. Rev. Henry Darling, 
president of Hamilton college, offered the oyfen- 
ing prayer, after which the Rev. E. P. Powell 
delivered an address of welcome, to which the 
presidentresponded. Professor A.G. Hopkins 
delivered a historical address, Professor Root 
an oration and Clinton Scollard, of Clinton, a 
poem. The president spoke as follows: 

“Tam by no means certain of my standing here 
among those who celebrate the centennial of Clin- 
ton’s existence asa village. My recollections of 
the place reach backward but about 36 years, and 
my residence here eovyered a very brief period, 
But these recollections are fresh today and pleas- 
ant, too, though not entirely tree from sombre col- 
oring. It was here in school, at the foot of Collec- 
tion hill, that I began my preparation for college 
lifeand enjoyed the anticipation ofa collegiate 
education. We had two teachers in our school— 
one béeame afterwards a judge in Chicago, and the 
other passed through the legal profession to the 
ministry, and within the last two years was living 
further west. I read a little Latin with two other 
boysin aclass. I think I flounderel through the 
four books of the AMnied. The other boys had 
nice,  lorge modern editions of Virgil, 
with big print and plenty of notes to help 
on over aad places. Mine was a little old-fashioned 
copy which my father used before me, with no 
notes, and which was only translated ly hard 
knocks. I believe I have forgiven those other boys 
for their persistent refusal to allow me use of their 
notes in their books. At any rate, they do not seem 
to have been overtaken by any dire retribution, as 
one of them is now a rich and prosperous lawyer in 
Buffalo, and the other is a professorin your college 
and orator of today’s nalcbentica. The struggles 
with ten lines of Virgil, which at first made up my 
daily task, are amusing, as remembered now, but 
with them Iam also forced to remember that, in- 
stead of being the beginning of higher education for 
which I honestly longed, they occurred near the 
end of my school advantages. This sug- 
gests a disappointment which no __ lapse 
of time can alleviate, and a deprivation 
I bave sadly felt with every passing year. I re 
member the next-door neighbors, Doctors Bissell 
and Scollard—and good kind neighbors they were, 
too. Not the cross, crabbed kind who could not 
bear to see a boy about, It alwaysseemed to me 
that they drove very fine horses, and for that rea- 
son I thought they must be extremely rich. I don’t 
know that I should indulge in further recollections 
that must seem very little like centennial history, 
but I want to establish, as well as I can, my right 
to be here. I might have spoken of the college 
faculty, who cast such a pleasing, though sober 
shade of dignity over the place, and who, with 
other educated and substantia! citizens, made up 
the best of social life. I was a boy then; but oat 
withstanding, I believe I absorbed a lasting appre- 
ciation of intelligence and refinement 
which made this o delightful home, 
know!’ that you ,will bear with me, 
my friends, if I yield to theimpulse which the men- 
tion of home creates and speak of my own home 
here, and how, through memories which cluster 
about it, I may claim a tender relationship to your 
village. Here it was that our family circle entire, 
parents and children, lived day after day in loving 
and affectionate converse, and here, for the last 
time, we met around the family altar and thanked 
God that our household was unbroken by death or 
senaration. We never met together in any other 
home after leaving this, and death followed closely 
our departure. And thus it was with advancing 
year,. I suryey the hayoc death has made and the 
thonghts of my early home become more sacred, the 
remembrance of this pleasant spot so related is re- 
vived and chastened. 

J can only add my thanks for the privilege of be- 
ing with you today, and wish for the village of Clin- 
tou and the future a continuation and increase of the 
blessings of the past.

The president will reach Utica at 6 o’clock and 
be the ayest of Senator Kernan until 9 o’clock 
tomorroW morning, when he will leave for 
Forestport.

Though the 
struggles of political parties to secure the incumbency 
of this office, and the questionable methods 
some times resorted to for its possession! yg | not 
be in keeping with this idea, and though deceit 
practiced to mislead people in their choice and its 
too frequent influence on their suffrage may sur- 
prise us, these things should have heyer lead us 
astray in our estimate of this exalted position and 
its valueand dignity. And though your fellow- 
citizen, who may be chosen to perform for a time 
thesuties of this highest place should be badly 8e- 
lected and though the best aitaluable results may not 
be reached by his administration yet the exacting 
watch fulness of the people forced from the disturb- 
ing turmoil of political excitement, ought to prevent 
the mischance to office which represents their sov- 
vreignty and should reduce to the minimum the

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KANSAS AND PROHIBITION. 


Governor Martin Corrects Some False State- 
ments Concerning the Temperance Law. 
CuicaGo, July 13.—On the second of July 

instant, a special dispatch was sent from St. 

Joseph, Mo., toa Chicago paper, in which it 

was stated that the closing of saloons in Atchi- 

son, Kansas, has cut off the most profitable 
source of revenue, amounting to thousands of 
dollars a year, and as a result the city has not 
revenue to keep going; that the police force, 
with the exception of the marshal and one 
policeman, had been suspended; that the ser- 
vices of firemen were to be dispensed with; 
— that gas and electric lights were to be shut 
0 


This dispatch having had wide publication, 
many letters of inquiry have been received by 
Governor Martin, of Kansas, and by the mayor 
of Atchison. 

Under the date of July 12 Governor Martin 

dressed a communication to Hon. William 
Henry Smith, general manager of the Associ- 
ated Press, in which he says: 

am thoroughly familiar with the condition of 
the city of Atchison and personally know that 
the statements embodied in the St. Joseph dispatch 
are false and misleading. The gas, electric light 
and water supply of the city have never been 
turned off; its police department has been, and is, 


The police force has been 
largely reduced, but has, in the absence of saloons, 
been ample to preserve the peace and protect the 
property of citizens. The incal dispute concerning 
the methods of taxation and involving the adoption 
of a tax which has been collected in the city of St. 
Joseph for many years past is the only foundation 
for the malicious and untruthful dispatch from that 
place. * * * % * * 

This St. Joseph dispatch is only a fair specimen of 
hundreds of false and malicious statements I have 
seen published in the newspapers of the country 
during the past three or four years, concerning Kan- 
sas and Kansastowns. The whisky interests pre- 
dicted that the abolition of saloons in Kansas would 
injuriously affect the material prosperity of the 
state, and ralsehoods, intended to contirm this view, 
are constantly invented and circulated in every sec- 
tion of the country, and especially in states where 
movements are being made to banish saloons. I am 
receiving letters daily from different states making 
inquiries concerning the effects and results of our 
temperance laws on the financial, commercial and 
other material interests of our state, and these let- 
ters all indicate that the work of maligning Kansas 
is going on in every section of the country.

The prohibition amendment to our constitution 
was adopted in the autumn of 1880, and the first 
laws to enforce it went into effect in May, 1881.

The amendment had been 
adopted by a very meagre majority, and public sen- 
timent inall our larger cities was overwhelmingly 
againstit. In January, 1885, saloons were open in 
thirty of the larger cities of Kansas, including To- 
peka, the capital of the stete. But steadily and 
surely public sentiment against them spread 
and intensified. The small majority that 
had yoted for the amendment was _ rein- 
forced first by the law respecting citizens 
wi.gare always willing to subordinate their person- 
al opinions to the majesty of the law; and, second, 
by an equally large nnmber who. observing the 

ractical results following the abolition of saloons 

n the different cities and tewns, became con- 

vinced that Kansas would be more prosperous, hap- 
pier and in all respects a better community of aa 
ple ifit had not an open saloon within its borders, 
So the sentiment of Kansas againt the liquor traffic 
has grown and strengthened, until to-day I very 
much doubt whether of its 300,000 male voters more 
than 75,000 would, if they could, invite back and 
re-instate the saloons. 
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OPINIONS OF PROMINENT DEMOCRATS 


As to How a Compromise on the Tariff May 
be Effected in the House. 

Str. Louis, July 15.—The Republican will 
publish tomorrow a number of letters from 
leading democratic congressmen who have 
been conspicuous Mm connection with finance 
and the tariff. The letters are in answer to 
agseries of interrogatories recently sent them 
by the Republican. These are: 

First—Is there a practical basis of compromise 
through which the democrats in the house can 
unite? 

Second—Would an equal cut of internal and 
tariff taxes afford such a basis? 

Third—Assuming this atceptable, is it feasible to 
carry an element of compromise into the selection 
of a tariff schedule? 

Fourth.—Are there concessions of any other kind 
a majority of the party can offer without a sacri- 
fice of principe? 

Fifth.—Would a caueus further the accomplish- 
ment of the desired end? vat 

Speaker Carlisle says, in his opinion, the 
revenne wlll be reduced atthe next session. 
The necessity of an immediate reduction of 
revenue in order to prevent large accumula- 
tion is so apparent that congress can not afford 
to further delay the consideration of this ques- 
tion. There will be differences of opinion, 
but these.can be reconciled on some basis 
which will secure substantial relief. 

Benton McMillen, of Tennessee, says an 
equal or nearly equal cut of internal and tariff 
tuxes would afford a basis of compromise. He 
favored the repeal of oppressive internal 
taxes and believed that the tariff on necessities 
should be reduced. 

Representative Breckenridge, of Kentncky, 
is in favor of a real revision of tariff, increase 
of the free list by placing thereon raw mate- 
rials and necessaries as the revenue must be 
reduced, 

Ex-Speaker Randall, of Pennsylvania, be- 
lieved that a compromise could be effected b 
a fair and just revision of the present tarif. 
He did not entertain any feeling of vengeance 
against producers in this country because they 
are enjoying a season of omy wd He pre- 
ferred their welfare to their distress. He fa- 
vored abolishing the internal revenue system. 
He did not belieye an equal cut in internal 
and tariff taxes Would do. He did not believe 
in free trade and did not think advocates of 
that policy would dare to carry itout. He 
tenn that the loudest advocates of this policy 
demanded the greatest protection for products 
of their districts. 

S. 8. Cox, of New York, believed there was 
a basis for compromise. He knew of several 
measures which will facilitate the collection of 
customs duties, to which no objection could be 
raised from any party. Their advocacy in- 
volved no sacrifice of principle. He thought 
a caucus necessary to accomplish the harmo- 
nious end. 

Representative Collins, of Massachusetts, 
thought a compromise through a caucus possi- 

le. 

George D. Wise, ef Virginia, and John 8. 
Henderson, of North Carolina, strongly advo- 
cate the repeal of internal taxes, especially on 
tobacco.

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- REYNOLDS’S WEALTH. 


All Goes to His Negro Concubine 
ahd Mulatto Children. 


A PROTOTYPE OF THE DICKSON CASE. 


Driven to Desperation by Unrequited Leve, 
He Finds Solace in the Favors of 
Orne of His Slaves. 


Coxumara, 8. C., July 13.--[Special.]J—A 
Sensation has been caused in Sumter county 
by the discovery that Colonel William J. 
Reynolds, one of the wealthiest farmers in the 
state, who died last month, has bequeathed the 
bulk of his entire fortune, estimated at about 
six hundred thousand dollars, to a negro wo- 
man, who was formerly his slave, with whom 
he lived for many years, and to lier children, 
of whom he is the father. 

The story of Colonel Reynolds's life is an 
interesting one. Born in Sumter county in 
1506, of honest, industrious and frugal parents, 
after receiving a good common school educa- 
tion, he began life asa planter. Fortune fa- 
vored him from the -outset, and everything 
that he touched seemed to turn to gold. Pos- 
sessing a genial disposition, he was one of the 
most popular young men of his district. 

AN EARLY LOVE. 

Fifty years ago he became enamored of one 
of the loveliest and most gifted young ladies 
of the county, and sought her hand in mar- 
riage. THis suit at first was looked upon with 
more than passing favor, and he had good 
cause to believe that his love was reciprocated. 
After awhile, however, the lady, influenced by 
her mother, rejected him. But the ardent 
young lover would not take no for a final 
answer. He determined to make himself more 
worthy of the object of his affections, and to 
try again. Taking a leading part in all mat- 
ters of public welfare, he was elected to repre- 
sent his district in the state legisiature, which 
in those days was composed of the wealth, 
talent and chivalry of the proud palmetto state. 
He at once made a record for himself, and ere 
the close of his first term he was recognized as 
one of the leaders of the house. 

FIGHTING FOR A NAME. 

Returning home elated by his success in the 
councils of his state, he renewed his suit for 
the hand of the lady of his choice and was 
again repulsed. Nothing daunted by these re- 
verses, after being re-elected the second 
and third time to the general  as- 
sembly, he again wooed the fair one 
to whom his heart “had ever remained 
loyal. This time success seemed to crown his 
efforts. The parents withdrew their opposi- 
tion to his suit and the lady finally accepted 
him. The nuptial day was appointed, the wed- 
ding garments were ordered, the presents pur- 
chased and every preparation was made for 
the happy event. | 

BUT HIS HOPES ARE BLASTED. 

One day, however, all his fond hopes were 
rudely dispelled by the reception of a formal 
note from his affianced bride, notifying him 
that, in obedience to the wishes of her moth- 
er, she had reconsidered her acceptance of his 
hand and fortune, and that she could never, 
under any circumstances, become his wife. 
The blow was a heavy one for young Reynolds, 
and it changed the entire course of his life. 
At first he was plunged into the depths of 
despair; his grief seemed to be greater than 
he could bear; he neglected his business, and 
wandered listlessly over his plantations, seem- 
ingly oblivious to everything around him, 
caring not whether he lived ordied. He soon, 
however, became somewhat reconciled to his 
fate, and finally sought consolation from a 
comely negro woman who was one of his 
slaves, and laying his aching head upon her 
bosom, he took her for his illegitimate wife, 
and lived with her to the end, asocial out- 
cast, utterly indifferent alike togpublic opinion 
or the earnest entreaties of his relatives. He 
continued to cultivate his extensive lands and 
to accumulate money, valuable real estate,and 
at the time of his death he was generally re- 
garded the wealthiest farmer in the state. 

THE PROGENY OF HIS SHAME. 

He reared a large family of mulatto children 
and provided well for allofthem. Several of 
these children have received liberal educa- 


- tions, and are now engaged as teachers in the 


public schools of the state. Two or three years 
before his death, Colonel Reynolds drew his 
will with his own hand, bequeathing almost 
his entire fortune to his negro concubine and 
his mulatto children. This will Colonel Rey- 
nolds’s sisters and other relatives will endeay- 
or to invalidate and set aside; but eminent 
lawyers who have looked into the matter give 
it as their opinion that the instrument is legal 
in every particular, and that the indignant 
relatives must swallow their bitter disappoint- 
ment. 

A striking illustration of the irony of fate 
is to be found in the following incident in 
Colonel Reynolds’s career, related to your cor- 
respondent by citizens of Sumter, who are 
cognizant of the facts: The close of the late 
civil war found many southern families, who 
had been reared in affluence, reduced almost 
to the verge of abject poverty. Among these 
were the parents of the woman who had so 
ruthlessly wrecked Colonel Reynold’s happi- 
ness. But when the father, in his sad 
dilemma, appealed to the wealthy farmer for 
assistance, Reynolds not only received him 
kindly, and evinced no resentment, but gen- 
erously loaned him a sufficient sum of money 
to reheve the-immediate necessities of his 
family, and to enable him to make a fresh 
start in life under the changed condition of 
affairs. The young lady who jilted Reynolds 
finally married a well-to-do citizen of George- 
town county, and is still living.

He arose,and looking ont throng 1 the window, 
saw a score of armed men. He refused to 

open the door and was told that he did so at 
the peril of his life. 

TERRIBLE ODDS. 

One man, who was evidently one of Bernal’s 
lieutenants and leaderof the party, consulted 
with the rest, which gave Barreto time to 
form a plan of action. 

He was alone against twenty or twenty-five 
men. The door was heavily barred, the build- 
ing was a strong one, so he deter mined to re- 
sist and resolyed to sell life dearly. 

Like all stores in that country, the com- 
pany’s establishment was well supplied with 
fire-arms. Barreto collected all the rifles, 
pistols and ammunition he could and took his 
station near the window. 

As soon as he heard the bandits hammering 
at the door with the butt ends of their rifles 
he began to fire at them through the window. 
The promiscuous reports of rifles and pistols 
made the bandits believe that they had been 
expected and that the store was well de- 
Barreto was, therefore, overjoyed 
when he saw them retreat, bearing with them 
several wounded, — but keeping up an indis- 
criminate fire atthe enemy concealed behind 
the window in the store. - 

Escape was impossible. The band was still 
in sight, but Barreto hoped that the firing had 
awakened the miners and his partners, who 
would fo m. {small army and come tofhis recue. 
The superintendent of the mine and Barreto’s 

rartner, did try torally the men, but fearing 

jernal’s <rath. even if they escaped with 
their lives, the latter refused to proceed to the 
rescue. They said that Bernal was sure, soon- 
er or later, to return with a larger force if de- 
feated that time and would annihilate them 
all. 

Echeguren and the superintendent followed 
the men iuto the mine, where they sought 
safety. 

Barreto, who was anxiously awaiting devel- 
opments in his improvised fortress, soon dis- 
covered to his uniter dismay and disgust that 
the retreat of the bandit leader was simply a 
ruse to gain time, as he was awaiting re-en- 
forcements ufider the leadership of the bandit 
king, Bernal, himself, and which arrived just 
as the mine rs, Echoguren and thesuperintend- 
ent, were entering the mine. 

Barreto saw from the window that B ernal, 
after speedy consultation with his licutenants, 
had formedaplan. There wereabont 150 men 
inal). One-half of them immediately opened 
fire on the window behind which Barreto was 
concealed, while the others proceeded to pound 
in the door, which of course finally yielded. 
Barreto in the meantime had kept up a con- 
tinuous fire, killing fourand wounding six men, 
himself being wounded in the arm. 

Lernal entered the store at the head of the 
men. He immediately had instituted a search 
for Barreto’s companions, who he believed had 
secreted themselves. He refused to believe, 
until finally convinced after a personal investi- 
gation, thatit was Barreto alone who had re- 
sisted so bravely and killed four of his band. 

A MAGNANIMOUS BRIGAND. 

“IT trembled,” said Barretoin relating his 
story, ‘‘I trembled lest he should, on making 
this discovery, order me shot down on the 
spot. His little sharp eyes rested on me for a 
moment, and then he opened his lips to speak, 
to pronounce my death sentence, I thought.

Finding it he opened the safe, took 
out the bag of money, which he handed to 
his men,and then he again advanced to me. 

sehind me were the fire-arms which I had 
used in my defense. He picked them up one 
by one, examined them with the eye of an 
expert, threw aside those which were of poor 
make and selected the best, which he gave to 
hismen. This he wentthrough with remarka- 
ble coolness. Then he turned to me once more, 
gazed at iné from head to foot witha look 
which a nian would giye while examining a 
blooded horse he intended to pure hase. 

‘**You are a brave fellow,’ said he finally. 
‘I make you a present of your life. I forgive 
you the death of my fellows, because you are 
a brave man.’ Upon a look from their’ eap- 
tain the bandits let go their hold on me. 

“In the meantime a detachment had been 
sent into the mine to bring out Echeguren and 
the superintendent. These were strapped on 
mules and carried away by Bernal to his moun- 
tain retreat. He informed me that if I want- 
ed either one or the other alive within five 
days they would be released for a ransom of 
$15,000. This sum was raised and paid over 
to Bernal the next day, whereupon the cap- 
tives were set free.

Bernal has long been a terror in Mexico. 
The mountains where he makes his home are 
his stronghold. Every attempt of the authori- 

ies to capture him has failed. He has re peat- 
edly repu lsed and defeated whole companies 

of soldiers who have invaded the mountainous 
districts urged on by the promise of -heay 'y re- 
wards for his capture. 

His band consists of from 150 to 200 men— 
murderers, assassins and fugitivss from justice 
who have sought safety under his standard. 
One reason why he can carry on his depreda- 
tions with so much freedom, it is said, is be- 
cause the settlers hold him in fear and terror. 
He has never molested a poor man’s posses- 
sions, and if any of hismen did so he always 
made restitution, with ample imterest. All 
kinds of tales of his munificence and ‘‘kind 
and noble deeds” performed by this assassin 
are extant. The poor do not molest him be- 
cause he does not molest them. The arm of 
the law is not strong enough to reach him, and 
he is thus enabled to hold supreme sway. It 
is said that he, like the robber barons of old, 
swoops down on whole settlements and relieves 
them of their riches. His mon are always on 
the forage, and as it costs a great deal to main- 
tain and equip them, the amount and extent 
of their depredations may be imagined.

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DEAD ON THE BEACH. 


A Terrible and Mysterious Crime 
on Tybee. 


THE SUSPECTED MURDERER ARRESTED 


How the Dead Body was Discovered — 
The Footprints—Marks Which In- 
dicate the Guilty Man. 


SAVANNAH,Ga., July 13.—[Special. ]}—George 
Smith,a young saloonkeeper on Bay street, 
was found murdered on Tybee beach this 
morning at five o’clock. The body was dis- 
covered by Abram Minis, a member of th 
Savannah bar, and Mr. J. N. Johnson, of the 
city. The two gentlemen got up early this 
morning to take a walk before coming up to the 
city. When they got about half way between 
Captain Henry Biun’s cottage and the wreck of 
the bark, which is about 1,000 yards distant, 
towards the south end, they came upon a body 
lying just about water mark. At first they 
supposed that it was some ono who had been 
drowned, but on examination proved that the 
man had been foully dealt with. Several 
marks, which looked to have been made with 
a billy or club, were found on his head, 
and a knife wound was found in his throat. 
The man had on no hat, coat, waistcoat or 
shoes, being dressed only in trousers, hose and 
underclothes. 

Mr. John Wright, the proprietor of the Sea- 
side Pavilion, identified the beds as that of 
Smith, who had arrived on the island last 
night to spenda week. It being evident that 
a murder had been committed, a close search 
was made for clues to the murder. Footprints 
were discovered, and, being quite plain on the 
soft sand, were easily followed. Ninety feet 
away from where the body was lying the 
searchers came upon a spot where tliere h 
been a desperate struggle. Footprints were 
thick and there earabd to have been a terri- 
ble fight. The sand was crimsoned with 
blood stains over a circle of twenty feet 
across.- It was there that the murderer 
and his victim fought to the death. Going 
back over the foot prints, towards the sea, it 
was noticed that the tracks were at irregular 
distances, indicating that the man who made 
them was walking unsteadily, as though carry- 
ing a heavy load. A search was next made for 
the dead man’s. shoes, coat, hat and vest. 
These were found lying on the beach, not far 
from where the body was. The coat and vest 
were found in a room at Mr Wright’s hotel. At 
first, suspicion rested upon noone. Trains are 
not running between the city and Tybee 
yet. This week a steamer has established 
communication. This steamer left at Tybee 
at 7 a. m., and had among its passen- 
gers ‘Thomas Cassidy, Barney Keye, 
and Maggie Farrell, The coroner 
was telephoned from Tybee to arrest Cassidy 
and Keyes, as they were known to be with 
Smith last night at nine o’clock. The coronor 
and two policemen met the steamer, and exe- 
cuted their mission. Cassidy was much ‘as- 
tounded and agitated, as was his companion, 
Maggie Farrell, who was subsequently taken 
in custody as accessory. Cassidy denied that 
he knew Smith, but it is established that he 
was in his company after midnight. At mid- 
night Cassidy was sitting onthe pavillion 
piazza, talking with Smith. Half an hour later 
Mr. Wright says he told the young men that 
he wanted to close up the house for the night. 
Smith got up and treated Cassidy to a glass of 
beer, and then bought half. a_ pint 
flask of whisky. They went out together, and 
said something about hunting for turtle’s eggs. 
That was the last seen of Smith alive. 

So far as could be learned, Smith’s relatives 
here say that he has a gold watch, gold chain 
and considerable money. <A half brother, 
named Walter Lacey, stated that Smith took 
not less than $70 with him. A cousin says he 
thinks the dead man had $175 with him. No 
money was found in his clothes on the island, 
which indicates that robbery was the motive of 
the crime. The fact that Cassidy was last seen 
with him, and the additional fact that he had 
a half-pint flask when arrested, are two suspi- 
cious circumstances. Another ugly circum- 
stance is that Keyes caught him in his room 
about 4 o’clock, shortly after the probable time 
of the murder. 

To a Times reporter Cassidy positively de- 
nied that he knew Smith, and it has since 
been proved that he did. His companion, 
Maggie Farrell, was arrested during the morn- 
ing as an accessory before the fact, and gave 
bond. She states that she was in bathing with 
Cassidy about 1 o’clock, but she would not 
state positively that the hour was that late. 
She remarked that she knew. where Cassidy 
was the entire night, and added that she 
would tell at the proper time. She also stated 
that she had paid $200 as a retaining fee to 
Charlton & McCall. 

At 10 o’clock today Captain Dixon had an 
interview with Barney Keyes at the barracks. 

Upon being told that George Smith had been 
murdered, Keyes instantly said that he believed 
Cassidy did it, and repeated the statement 
about Cassidy entering his room. Keyes was a 
warm friend of Smith’s, boarded with his 
mother, and it is thought that he knew noth- 
ing of the murder, and is entirely innocent. 
He went to bed drunk, and when he got up 
this morning put on Smith’s shirt by mistake, 
leaving his own in the room. Captain Dixon 
will take a jury down to Tybee tonight. Keyes 
and Westcott will be taken along as witnesses. 
No blood was noticed on Cassidy, and there is 
nothing, so far as known, but circumstantial 
evidence against him. Smith was 22 years 
old, and kept the Home Plate barroom at No. 
25 Bay street. 

It is supposed that the murderer carried the 
body down to the sea and threw it in, thinking 
the. tide would carry it out. The footprints 
in the sand were carefully measured, and were 
made by a man wearing a No.9 or No. 10 shoe. 
Cassidy’s foot isa large one. Cassidy is a well 
known character. Heisa native of Troy, N. 
Y., and came here about a year ago to work in 
the Savannah stéam laundry, on Congress 
street. He has been in several hard fights, 
and is considered a desperate character by the 
police. He has a barroom on West Broad 
street. 

The convict, John Roderige, alias Spanish 
John, was inthe superior court today for the 
murder of Henry Ennis. The latter was struck 
on the head by some one at the corner of Fahm 
and India streets. Atleast three blows were 
struck, knocking Ennis down. He got up as 
soon his assailant walked off. Several parties 
were standing in the neighborhood of the 
affray, when it occurred, and Roderige was 
said to be the man who made the assault. En- 
nis was taken to the Savannah hospital on 
Monday and he lived eleven. days. Boaniah 
John, as his nickname would indicate, isa 
Spaniard, and works at coopering. He looks 
to be about thirty years old, and does not 
speak English well. He was defended by 
Messrs. W. W. Osborne & Davis. The jury 
recommended him to mercy, and this saved 
his neck. *

The principal 
point made by the defence was that several 
jurors on the second trial were incompetent, 
from having read fuil reports of the first trial 
in the daily press. The court held that this 
was an insufficient ground, and that to admit 
it would render the administration of justice 
oftentimes impracticable, would exorcise in- 
telligence and enthrone ignorance.

The State Road Lease. 

The discussion’on the streets, and in the 
newspapers, since the publication of Senator 
% Brown’s letter relating tothe State road 
jease has been very general, It is an im- 

portant question, and one that requires ihe 
wisdom of the legislature, properly exer- 
cised, to settle. 
Senator Brown presents the claims of the 
«. ,Jessees, and it is the duty of the present leg- 
Jature, speaking for the state, to present 
the claims of the owners of this property. A 
careful study of the terms of the lease, and 
the subsequent acts when the lease was be- 
fore the legislature, will show that there is 
no authority given by law for the lessees to 
claim pay for betterments. Whatever equi- 
ties may exist between the parties will have 
" te be setticd by the laws relating to land- 
lords and tenants on our statute books. 
They are ample, and well-defined» If one 
person leases to another in this statea 
plantation for aterm of years, under sub- 
stantially the terms of this lease, and the 
dessee after going into possession of the 
property chooses to change the improve- 
ments on the plantation, as for instance, if 
the ginhouse was not large enough, and the 
4 lessee tore down the old ginhouse and built 
a larger one, and to save insurance decided 
to build a fire-proof house, he could hardly 
: elaim pay for beiterments. The old gin- 
. house suited the owner, and if it was neces- 
sary to make the improvements to make

_ that will invalidate this claim. 
+ The legislature in dealing with the claim 
made by Senator Brown should exercise the 
2 game judgment and _ diseretion that 
- one business man would exercise 
in dealing with another. It is 
4 the duty of the legislature, we think, 
+ t refer this matter to some competent com- 
mittee to carefully consider all the questions 
atissue. This committee should, as soon 
as the matters can be submitted, ask the at- 
e. torney general of the state for his written 
a opinion upon the points involved. It will 
4 be his duty to give the law pertaining to the 
case, and we are confident that he will care- 
fully consider the question, and be able to 
give an opinion that will greatly aid the leg- 
islature in arriving at a proper solution of 
the matter. 

When this is done it is the duty of the 
legislature in unmistakable terms to set 
forth what it will demand, and to instruct 
the governor to insist upon it. 

4 It has been strongly intimated, and in 
Be fact publicly suggested, that the state ought 
There will 
Aa probably be found men in the legislature, 
a and a few outside, who would like to see 
; this done, but nothing would please the 


The result of such a course would bring 
' . gondemnation upon any man or set of men 
’. ho would inaugurate it. The state has no 
business in the courts in this case, except as 
a defendant. If the legislative and execu- 
tive branches of our state government are 
not sufficient (and we think they are) to 
__- feeure for the state a fair setilemput at the 
expiration of this lease, they would hardly 
be able to get it from the courts, The ques- 
fon ipyolved should be considered without 
a Sita te 
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prejudice on the part of the members o 
the general assembly, with a determination 
to deal fairly with the lessees, and an equal 
determination to make them deal fairly with 
the state. The governor has summary 
powers under this lease act, and there will 
be no trouble in enforcing any reasonable 
demands of the state that will stand the test 
of law; such demands as are fair and square 
and just between man and man, The legis- 
lature should insist upon this to the letter, 


‘and it should be so clearly defined that there 


can be no question about it when the pres- 
ent legislature comes to adjourn. 

As to the question of a lease or sale of 
this road, we think the legislature will 
make a great mistake to authorize its sale. 

1. The road is now leased for the annual 
net sum of $300,000 per annum, which is 
five per cent per annum, net, on a cost of 
$45,000 per mile. In the past six yearsa 
parallel line has been built at a cost of not 
more than $20,000 per mile, and there is no 
doubt that a man or a corporation with suf- 
ficient money to purchase this road, could 
today duplicate it for much less than $050- 
000 per mile. 

2. The road has two very prosperous 
cities, one at each end; cities that are grow- 
ing as fast or faster than nine out of ten of 
the cities in the south and west. The in- 
termediate country along the line is just be- 
ginning to develop. Itis certain to increase 
in value year after year, and will thereby 
cause the road to become more valuable. 

We admit that it would be wise economy 
to sell the road and pay off the state debt, if 
it could be sold for a price that would be 
cheaper than borrowing money at four and 
a half per cent.. We do not think that the 
state has been swindled so far in the lease 


of this road, and we apprehend no danger 
that it will be.

A Dangerous Newspaper Man. 

Before the echoes of the queen’s jubilee 
had died away, before the dazzle and glitter 
of the parade had quite disappeared, Editor 
Stead in his Pall Mall Gazette, under the 
caption, ‘‘Tlow Long?’ put the following 
questions: 

‘The institution fis old, no doubt, stately, and or- 
namental beyond question—but will it last? As 
long as the queen Iasts, yes; but after the queen? 
Who knows? The fat little bald man in red, who 
cut so poora figure in the procession, beside his 
magnificent brother-in-law in white, will he ever 
reign oyer us, and for how long?” 

A generation ago an editor would have 
been jailed for using such language. Now 
it is different. The queen, the prince of 
Wales, and the peers doubtless think that 
Editor Stead richly deserved to be impris- 
oned for his audacity, but they do not dare 
to harm a hair of his head. It is rough on 
the ‘‘fat little bald man in red,’’. but he will 
have to stand it. 

Editor Stead will not figure as conspicu- 
ously in history as Mr. Gladstone, but he 
merits a place by his side. This quiet news- 
paper man is as much of a revolutionist as 
the Robespierres and Dantons of France 
ever were, but his methods are different. 
His question, ‘‘How Long?”’ will ring for a 
long time in the ears of the British people. 
It wasa grand sight to see Mr. Gladstone 
in the face of a frowning queen and the in- 


dignant lords, forcing his universal suffrage 
bill successfully through, but Editor Stead 
is doing the really effective work of the 
revolution. 

When the British masses find themselves 
in thinking of the monarchy asking the 
question, ‘‘How Long?’’ and when the heir 
to the throne seems to them only a ‘fat lit- 
tle baki man in red,’’ the beginning of the 
end is in sight.

I proceeded to give the origin of the aet of 1876, Te 
gulating the lease of convicts for twetity years, the 


extises which led to this act, and my understanding / 


of the provisions thereof. This act was drawn by 
myself, Governor Brown, Colonel Tom Alexander, 
Colonel John T. Grant, some members of the legis!a- 
ture and others not members assisting me. Besides 
their aid, the previous acts of 1571 and 1874, furnish- 
ed valuable material, in preparing the acts of 1576. 
and you will see from an examination of this act, 
friends of the Marictta and North Georgia railroad 
were consulted in preparation of the lease 
to be made under the act of 1876. I -had charge 


of the bill which became the act of 1876 on its” 


passage through the senate, and Mr. Furlow had 
chafge of it, on its passage through the honse. 
There was no serious opposition to it, in either 
branch of the general assembly, There was no occa- 
sion; if it had been possible, to bribe or control any 
member to secure its passage. The disposition of 
every one with whom I came in contact about the 
lease, was to make a provision which would be wise 
and humane, and remove the subject of leasing con- 
victs from further action by the legislature fora 
long period, for a period so long that by the time of 
its expiration, with the light of experience, and a 
return of the state’s prosperity, a new system might 
be adopted, better than the old, or an improved sys- 
tem of leasing convicts be devised. The causes 
which led myself and others interested in the mat- 
ter, to prepare and pass the act of 1876, were the 
large number of leases{then in existence, rendering it 
extremely difficult and expensive to supervise the 
condition of the convicts, and the still larger num- 
ber in prospect, which if made would render a 
supervision by the state utterly impossible. Itis 
only necessary here to say that such a siate of 
things would have been deplorable and disreput- 
able, As a substitute for this unfortunate condi- 
tion of affairs the legislature by the act of 1876 
created one or more incorporated companies to 
which under heavy bond and strict regulations 
convicts not covered by- existing laws and con- 
victs to be turned over to the state after the expira- 
tion of existing leascs and contracts, should be 
leased, The term ‘‘one or more” as used in section 
one of this act construed with reference to the 
lease acts of 1871 and 1874 and their results means if 


one company duly incorporated could be used 
to accomplish the purpose of the legis- 
lature then only one should be created—if 


one would not answer and two were actually 
necessary then two might be created. In no event 
were more to ba incorporated than absolntely neces- 
sary and therefore any increase of lcase companies 
beyond the 1fumber actually necessary is a perver- 
sion of the act and an abuse of its powers. These 
incorporations were to be composed of stocxhold- 
ers reprisented by officers and agents and they 
were always from the beginning tothe end of the 
existence of the lease comrany to be bona-fide 
citizensof the state of Georgia. The conyicis were 
to be employed by the lease company or comphnies 
in the work of mining, constructing cana's and 
roads, quarrying, and brick-making and farming, 
and as f understand the aet each incorporated com- 
pany and it alone can direct and control the con- 
victs entru:ted to it. Nosuch thing as a divisiou 
of the convicts among the stockholders in the com- 
pany is tolezated by the act. Each incorporated 
company is obliged under the act to have its own 
‘headquarters’ to be compesed of suitable, con- 
venient, safe, healthy and commodius~ prisons, 
hospitals,guard rooms and all other dwellings neces- 
sary for the safe keeping and comfort of the con- 
victs under its control, and the governor and keeper 
of the penitentiary of the state were to be the 
judges when such structures were built. The incor- 
porated companies were as to acecommodetions for 
convicts to be under the absolute direction of the 
highest officer of the state and his agent the keeper 
—not the least discretion or choice is given to the 
company or companies. From the headquarters of 
the company or companies, constructed as above re- 
quired, convicts, under the advice and direction of 
a physician selected by the governor, might be 
taken in squads to points at a distance from head- 
quarcers, but in the state, for the purpose of mining, 
digging canals, constructing roads, quarrying rock 
and making brick—such convicts only to be em- 
ployed in such work if consistent with their health, 
Wherever the conyicts are 
to labor, whether at headquarters or away from 
there, they are to labor under such regulations, re- 
striciions and arrangements as are to be made by 
the governor of the state. This officer can desig- 
nate and enforce the hours of labor, the kinds of 
food to be furnished, the kind of clething to be 
worn, the number and character of guards and 
agents, in supervising the labor, modes of punish- 
ment and by whom. The governor is also endowed 
with full power to cause an entire separation at all 
times of persons convicted of crimes of moral tur- 
pitude from others—-of young convicts from others, 
and of women from men The supreme court of 
Georgia, in the ease of Georgia penitentiary com- 
panies 2 and 3 ys. Nelms, principal keeper, et al., 
7ist Ga., 301-357, discussing the act of 1876 in rela- 
lation to the police power of the state over 
convicts, says ‘‘they are reserved and secured by 
the terms of the contract of lease to the state so that 
the state has entire control over the moral and 
physical condition of the convicts, and can make 
alk needful and necessary regulations relative to the 
safekeeping, feeding, clothing and medical treat- 
ment of the convicts.”” The act of 1876 provides for 
a chaplain to minister tothe spiritual condition of 
the convicts, and gives the governor power to make 
1ules and regulations for the reformof conviets. The 
power of the state under the act of 1876 is pledged to 
the protection of the worst criminals against abuse 
or neglect ofany kind. Wherever they go, whether 
in the bowcls of the mountains.to dig coal or other 
minerals; into the swamps to construct railroads: to 
the banks of rivers to make brick, or to quarry gran- 
ite from the everlasting hills, there under the pro- 
visions of this. act the power of the state is 
to be present for their protection, for the 
security of person against oppression and 
abuse, for sustenanee by proper food, and for medi- 
cal attention when sick. Phisisnot all. The act 
of 1876 givesthe governor powerto annul leases 
when the incorporated companies shall sublet or 
lease or hire out the convicts entrusted to them or 
permit it to be done by their agents or shall place in 
positions of trust and control over convicts any one 
of the convicts. The governorunder thisact is 
invested with power at any and all times to inspect 
the condition of the convicts by suitable persons 
selected by himself. Itseems tome ifwith these 
provisions the state cannot take suitable care of its 
convicts it cau never do it under any system. I be- 
liewe that they are sufficient for this purpose if the 
legislature will by a sufficient fund strengthen the 
arm of the governor so that he can execute the law 
fully, and that there will be no more abuses under 
the act of 1876 than any other sysiem that may be 
devised. 

The plain truth is that all modes of imprisoning 
convicts are from the nature of the ease subject to 
abuses. Only a few days since the entire country 
was shocked by a narration of abuses which had 
been discovered in the state prison of Indiana. Be- 
fore the war our own state prison was frequently 
subject to investigation by the legislature on ac- 
count of the abuse of convicts by its officers. I 
thought in 1876 and still think that the present sys- 
tem of working convicts under the act of 1876 if the 
provisions of that act were fully enforced is far het- 
ter suited to our present condition than any other. 
So far as I have been able to ascertain public senti- 
ment in relation to convicts it is that 
while they should be properly protected and 
eared for they must be self-supporting—that they 
must not be a charge on the public treasury—that 
the honest people of the country shall not be taxed 
for the support of felons. In addition to strength- 
ening the hands of the executive so that he can 
enforce the act of 1876 in ail its provisions, the pres- 
(n. general assembly should make it a felony in 
any agent or officer of the inverporated companies 
to which convicts are leased to neglector abuse a 
convict, and make itthe duty of the keeper of the 
penitentiary to enforce the law. While the act of 
1876 makes ample provision for the separation and 
control of minors and females scent tothe peniten- 
tiary from other convicts, I would be willing to sce 
these classes placed in a proper institution by them- 
se!ves, with this understanding, however, that such 
institution must be self-supporting. This principle 
of self-support must-be the foundation stone of any 
system which nay be created, and no system not 
self-supporting wil be tolerated by the people of this

Walter M, Gibson, a few weeks prime 
minister of the Hawaiian Islands, has had # career 
that reads almost like a page of romance, While he 
is now temporarily down, having been arrested and 
jailed by the indignant people of Honolulu because 
they bellove that he has robbed and oppressed them, 
those who know Walter Gibson are certain and eure 
that he will yet rize equal to the occasion, and be- 
fore many tnonths will regain mach of that power 
he seems to have lost. 


Colonel John R. Towers, principal keeper of 
the penitentiary, knew Gibson well years ago when 
he was a common day laborer in Anderson, &. C. 
Colonel Towers said, a few days ago, that at the 
time Gi‘son was a common laborer, he was always 
regaried asa smart, shrewd fellow. He remained 
at Anderson several years, marrying a good lady in 
that neighborhood, who was a niece of Mr. J. R. 
Smith. Some six or seven years ago Gibson revisited 
the scene of his carly days, and remained a week or 
two in the state. His first wife had been long since 
dead and he had married again, the secord time a 
daughter of King Kalakua, the ruler of the island. 


His visit to the neighborhood of Anderson 
created quite a sensation at the time. A great 
change had come over the man whom nearly ail re- 
membered as the common day laborer Gibson. He 
was like the rich manin the Bible, arrayed in por- 
ple and fine linen; a gentleman in manners, of 
wide and extensive fund of information, he was a 
charming companion, whose society was as inter- 
esting and instructive as it wes pleasant 
and enjoyable. He talked but little of his check- 
ered career, but there was no doubt that Gibson 
was aman of immense infuence in the Sandwich 
Islands, 


Colonel Towers remarked to THe Constrru- 
TION that not long ago he saw aman who had per- 
sonal knowledge of Gibson’s position at Honolulu. He 
stated that Gibson was the ruling power on the 
island, that he was not only the monthpiece and 
servant of the throne, but in reality dictated the 
policy of the kingdom. Judging from the recent 
account, published about the internal conditions of 
the island, it seems that’Gibson and his associates, 
the leading men in the royal party have been guilty 
of the grossest aets of oppression. It 
appears that their object was to get hold of as mnch 
money as posssble, with no regard to the condition 
ofthe people. The result was that the people rose 
up in their might, took possession ofthe govern” 
ment, jailed Gibson and his accomplices, and the 
indications are that some time or other the govern- 
ment of the island will bein the control of the peo- 
pie.

We assume that there is not an intelligent 
citizen of Georgia, whether white or colored, whe 
is not deeply interested im this bill, or who does not 
desire its passage and its enactment into a law. 
Mixed edueation is not according to the genius of 
either the corored or the white race. This is un- 
questionably the conviction of the leaders of 
thought of both races who view the subject dis- 
passionately, who are not w 
by political prejudice, and who have an 
experimental knowledge [of the instincts, wishes 
and methods of thought and life of both peoples. 

As a confirmation of the truth that itis the con- 
viction of such leaders of thought among the eol- 
ored people, we subjoin here an extract from an es- 
say by & prominent and able colored clergyman of 
the Protestant Episaopal church, read reeently be- 
fore the clergy of that denomination in the city of 
Washington:

These institutions spring from the demands of the 
race. The people wish their children to be taught 
by men of therr own blood. This tendeney is a 
growing one, and it fs _ irresistible, 
Sinee emancipation they have demand- 
el colored teachers, colored doctors, 
colored lawyers, colored editors and newspapers to 
the number of one hundred, colored colleges and 
professors, and colored preachers; and they have 
gotthem.

SEWING MACHINE TAX. 
Mr. Haff introduced in the house a bill to

The Cry From Thousands of 
French Throats. 


TROUBLE EXPECTED IN PARIS TODAY. 


The Anniversary of the Fall of the Bastile— 
The Occasion of a Boulanger Dem- 
onstration—Other News, 


Paris, July 13.—German residents of this 
city have been ordered to remain indoors to- 
morrow, a8 it is feared that they would be at- 
tacked if they appeared on the streets during 
the celebration of the anniversary of the fall 
of the bastile. The Patriotic League have an- 
nounced that they will make a demonstration 
tomorrow morning in the Place de la Concord, 
and another in the Bois de Boulogne in the 
afternoon. It is feared that these meetings 
will give rise to disorder, and police and mili- 
tary authorities are making extra preparations 
to maintain the peace. % 

Midnight.—The Boulanger demonstration 
has already begun. Thousands are following 
through the main streets a couple of vans and 
few calriages containing a band whjch is play- 
ing alternately the “Marseillaise’’ and the 
Boulanger march, “En Revenant de la Revue,’’ 
the crowd joining in the chorus and lustily 
shouting “Vive Boulanger il Reviendra,” 
‘“‘Demission,” ete. The people appear gener- 
ally to be good tempered, but hostile demon- 
Strations are made against houses that are not 
decorated. There are numerous outdoor balls, 
and = torchlight processions are to 
be seen everywhere. The air is 
filled with cries of ‘Vive Boulanger!” 

The city is full of rumors about steps that 
are to be taken by the authorities to suppress 
the Boulanger demonstration tomorrow. It is 
stated that a screen of gendarmerie police and 
picked troops will be placed between the army 
and public on the review ground and that no- 
body will be allowed to enter Long Champs 
enclosure or the avenues encircling it unless 
provided with a war oftice ticket and a police 
pass. The temper of the people appears less 
sullen, but they seem to be determined to show 
their love for General Boulanger, and their 
hatred of those who removed him from the 
war office. Radical journals entreat Parisians 
to remain cool and reserve their heat for fu- 
ture suitable occasion.

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North Carolina Wants Them. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., July 13 —{Special.}—

It is now considered settled that a good corn 
crop will be made this year—enongh to do the 

eople forthe year 1858 without buying any. 

here will also be a fine pea crop made, from 
present indications, and if there are hogs 
enough in the country, the people can make 
theirown meal. This will place them in a 
better condition than they have been in for 
years, forthey will have their supplies for 
another year independent of their cotton crops, 
and merchants who have been furnishing such 
large quantities of supplies in the past will 
have to change the character of their business. 
The present crop will place the farmer in a 
condition where he will be comparatively in- 
dependent of the merchant and if he will take 
advantage ofthe opportunity afforded him and 
make his supplies at home in the future, and 
all the cotton he can as asurplus crop, he will 
soon begin to accumulate money, andif he is 
in debt, will soon begut. 

If the proceeds of the cotton crop of the 
south was kept at home fora few years, in- 
stead of going to the north and west for sup- 
plies, stock, etc., the southern people would 
soon become rich and independent, and cease 
to be mere “‘hewers of wood and drawers of 
water’ for the northern speculators. Think 
about it.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Produce, 
Special to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, July 13—Wheat opened fairly firm, but 
there was not much business done. August started 
at 72°<c, but within an hour after the opening aspurt 
of local selling had hammered it down to 71%4c. A 
large share of this easier feeling eame from free re- 
ceipts of new wheatin St. Louis.and other markets, 
heavy local sales by a local operator.

These delegates have all 
been appointed, the lists of names now being 
on file in the agricultural department. In 
making the selections, the respective govern- 
ors, aSsisted by the commissioners of 
agriculture, to great eare to choose 
representative men, and the success of 
the convention is foreshadowed when 
the fact becomes public that in 
nearly every instance the delegates have 
accepted and will come. To each state, a 
subject has been assigned for discussion. Some 
representative man from that state will read a 
carefully prepared essay upon the topic, for 
the purpose of introducing the subject matter ; 
after which the discussion will become gen- 
eral. These essayist are all known, and inas- 
much as they are able, influential, and noted 
men in their respective lives, it is no risk to 
say that ten notable addresses will be 
delivered. 

Mercer Slaughter, chairman of the Sonth- 
ern Kate committee, has notified Commis, 
sioner Henderson that ‘half rates will be given 
all delegates to and from the convention in the 
following states: Georgia, South Carolina, 
North Carolina, Florida, Alabama, Tennessee, 
Mississippi, Louisiana and Arkansas. It will 
thus be seen that reduced railroad fare has 
been secured in nine of the ten states that will 
participate in the convention. Texas is the 
only state to hear from, and there is not the 
least doubt that in a few days the proper rates 
will be received from the authorities there. 
These reduced rates extend to the families of 
the delegates, and as at the least calculation 
500 delegates are expected from the ten states, 
it is safe to say that there will be at least 500 
ladies who will accompany the gentlemen. 

Allthe arrangements for the convention 
have been made. Commissioner Henderson 
‘and his committee have collected $900 so far, 
for the purpose of meeting the necessary ex- 
pesises. Hach delegate pays his own expenses, 
and the money so collected will be used in 
meeting the expenses of the convention proper. 
Numerous -documents will be printed and cir- 
culated, and all information about Georgia 
and its resources will be printed and laid be- 
fore the convention. Commissioner Hender- 
son desires to collect about $300 additional, 
and will call upon those -citizens who haye 
not- been approached in regard to 
subscriptions. lf those yet to be seen will 
respond as cheerfully and generously as those 
already seen there will be no trouble in raising 
the rest of the $1,200. With this amount. the 
official proceedings of the convention can be 
published for distribution, and as various no- 
table addresses will be made, many persons 
have signified their desire to secure copies of 
the proceedings.

COURT AND CAPITOL, 


News and Notes from the De- 
partments of Justice. 


TRANSACTIONS OF THE FIDELITY BANK 


Cause a Law Suit in the Fulton County 
Courts—A Big Revenue Seizure in 
Heard County. 


The transactions of the defunct Fidelity 
Bank, of Cincinnati, seem to be at the bottom 
of a suit which has began in the superior 
court. At the capitol the news is confined 
almost entirely to the legislature. 


The Governor and His Cabinet, 

GOVERNOR GORDON was not in his office yes- 
terday, being still in attendance upon the com- 
mencement exercises of the University of 
Georgia. He was expected home on the train 
from Athens last night, and doubtless return- 
ed. The probabilities are that he will be in 
his office today. 

THERE WAS NOTHING of special interest 
about the executive department yesterday. 
Judge Nesbitt, the executive secretary, who 
has been on a short visit to Macon, returned 
yesterday morning, and was at his desk during 
the day. The be wet being away, no busi- 
ness requiring his signature could be transact- 
ed, and the department officials performed 
only routine work. As there is always a lot of 
that to be done, yesterday was by no means a 
holiday. 

COMPTROLLER-GENERAL WRIGHT on yester- 
day received the annual tax digest from the 
tax receiver of Clinch county. he book was 
néatly and attractively gotten 7 The ag- 
gregate returns were in excess of those of last 
year by $30,271. The. comptroller also re- 
ceived the quarterly dividend of two and one- 
half per ceut on 186 shares of the capital stock 
of the Georgia Railroad and Banking com- 
pany. The par value of these 186 shares is 
$18,600; the actual market value is $36,270, 
making the stock at $195 per share, which 
price is considerably less than what the stock 
has recently brought. It is likely the present 
legislature will order this stock sold and its 
proceeds applied to the sinking fund. 

TREASURER HARDEMAN and Assistant Speer 
had a very quiet day yesterday. A few war- 
rants were paid, the only one of any interest 
being a warrant of $2,500 on account of the 
agricultural department. Nearly all the civil 
establishment warrants for the second quarter, 
ending July 1, have been paid. The only 
drain of much importance the treasury will 
have to bear now until the next interest day 
comes round is the per diem of the members 
of the legislature. The legislature, taking 
into account every item of expense, costs the 
state, when in session, the nice sum of one 
thousand dollars per day. 

Commissioner Orr, who has been attending the 
university commencement, was expected home last 
night. Immediately upon his return he will go to 
work arranging for the opening of the Peabody in- 
stitute. 

Colonel R. J. Redding was in his office yesterday, 
after an absence of a week spent in visiting various 
sections in south and southwest Georgia. He reports 
the condition of the crops as generally good every- 
where he went. 

Colonel Bob Irvin, of the comptroller’s office, rides 
forty miles every day on the railroad. He lives at 
Marietta, and comes down to the city every morn- 
ing and returns at night. 

Treasurer Hardeman uses the Georgia railroad 
Covington accommodation, and travels eighty miles 
when he makes the trip between his home and,his 
office. The treasurer, ,.however, does not return 
home every night. 

Adjutant General Kell takes the Central railroad 
morning and night, to and from his home at Sunny 
Side. He has a longer distance to travel than any 
other officer except Colonel Towers. The adjutant 
goes home at six o'clock every afternoon and reaches 
Atlanta every morning before eight. 

Colonel Towers, of the penitentiary office, lives at 
Rome, and goes home every Saturday and Wednes- 
day night. He remains in'the city the rest of the 
time occupying sleeping apartments in the state- 
house. He has the longest distance of all to travel. 

Major Warren, of the executive department, lives 
down the Georgia road, and uses the Decatur ac- 
commodation in getting to and from the city. The 
major goes home every night and returns early next 
morning. 

The porters about the state house are great checker 
players. Yesterday, during the dinner hour, while 
the heads of departments were at home, the small 
room under the stair-case was the scene of an inter- 
esting game of draughts between Sam, the executive

CAUGHT AT STATION. 


By Talking to the Policemen and 
Reading the Books. 


THE DAY WITH LAW BREAKERS. 


LaFayette Morgan Sentenoed to Pay a Fine 
of €150—A Young Baby Found in 
a Box—A Prohibition Case, 


LaFayette Morgan, the DeKalb county 
wood hauler, was arraigned in police court 
yesterday morning and asked to explain the 
complaint made against him by Mrs. Duffy. 

The explanation cost him fifty dollars and 
seventy-five cents. 

Morgan is a young man, probably twenty- 


six years old, and is a fine looking, well built 


fellow. His face is pleasant, open and honest, 
and his style of talk quite clever. To the 
charge he entered a plea of not guilty, and the 
witnesses were called, Mrs. Duffy and Mr. 
Smith—the same who appeared before the 
board of police commissioners when Patrolman 
Hagerman was on trial. Their testimony was 
just the same as upon that trial. An attempt 
was made to break down the evidence against 
Morgan by raising a question as to Mrs. Duffy’s 
home, but in this the defense failed. Morgan, 
in his statement, said: 

‘“‘Ideny most emphatically that I insulted 
the lady. I did ask herif she wanted to buy 
some chips and when I discovered that she had 
become offended I asked her pardon.’’ 

“And you did not use the language she 
attributes to you?”’ 

‘No, sir, I did not. Iam as innocent of in- 
sulting this lady as an angel in heaven. I 
work hard - to support imy father and 
mother and would not be guilty of an offense 
like this.”’ 

Judge Anderson said that the prisoner had 
made a favorable impression upon him, but 
that the evidence was dead against him, and 
he felt compelled to impose a fine. Said he: 

“T think Captain English was right when he 
said in the meeting of the police commission 
Monday night that Atlanta ladies must be 
protected. Let the defendant pay a fine of 
lifty dollars and cost.” 

Mr. Morgan paid the cost and certioraried 
the case.

Ray, a negro man residing on Crumley 
street, found a young negro boy on his front 
porch yesterday morning when he awoke. Some 
time ? cree the night the baby, placed ina 
box was left on the porch by some unknown 
person.

Rutherford Printup, a young negro who 
claims to have voted for prohibition in Rome 
last week, was given acellinthe city prison 
yesterday and booked for larceny after trust. 
The man upon whose complaint Printup was 
arrested is William Shales, a resident of 
Reynoldsville. Several nights ago an um- 
brella was stolen from Shales’s place, and yes- 
terday morning he came in contact with the 
umbrella in Printup’s possession. Patrolmen 
Anderson and Seals were called up and the 
negro was arrested. At police headquarters 
a pistol was found in his pocket, and later in 
the day Judge Anderson required a bond for 
larceny from the house and another for carry- 
ing coneealed weapons. He was given a hear- 
ing before Justice Tanner and was bound over 
to the city court in both cases.

Mrs.Dennis’ Opinion of her Hus~ 
band’s Conversion. 


DIVORCE SUIT WITH UNIQUE FEATURES 


A Hushand Who Was Converted by the Sal- 
vation Army—His Treatment of 
His Wife and Her Mother, 


There was filed yesterday in the office of the 
clerk of the superior court a very peculiar 
divorce suit. 

Lula Dennis, through her attorney, Mr. R. 
J. Jordon, petitions for a total divorce from 
her husband, Virgil J. Dennis. The complaint 
is a unique document, one of the most re- 
markable papers of the sort ever filed in this 
court, 

The petitioner makes some strange aver- 
ments in the complaint. She alleges that she 
was married to Dennis on the 24th of Decem- 
ber, 1885. That for several months she lived 
happily with her husband until he began act- 
ing toward her in “an ungentlemanly and 
unkind manner.’’ She was 

AFRAID TO LIVE WITH HIM, 
and loft him. 

Soon after the coming of the Salvation 
Army to Atlanta her husband became a devout 
disciple of Captain Brucker. In the words of 
the petition: 

‘Meanwhile the Salvation. Army made its 
appearance in Atlanta, and about the first on- 
slaught it made said Dennis ran up the white 
flag and surrendered, and then and there en- 
listed for the war. No member of the army 
prayed longer or louder than said Dennis.”’ 

Dennis professed repentance and went to his 
wronged wife and asked her forgiveness. He 
declared that he was a new man; that he had 
been plucked as a brand from the burning. 
With tears in his eyes he asked to be taken 
back, and promised to behave in a gentleman- 
ly manner and to be kind to petitioner. She 
took him at his word, and disliking the dis- 
grace which a separation would involve, rein- 
stated him in his former place in her affec- 
tions. 

Not long after going back to live with him 
she realized that his regeneration was far from 
complete. He vi mg to abuse her and to use 
in her presence vile language. He would 

DASH COLD WATER OVER HER 
while she was lying in bed. She could not brook 
these repeated indignities, so she resolved to 
leave him for good. - Thisshe did on the last day 
of June. [Since then she has not lived with him. 
She complains that during the past few weeks 
he has persecuted her. The story of these per- 
secutions is rather remarkable, to say the least. 

Among other things the petition alleges that 
on last Sunday Virgil followed Mrs. Dennis to 
church and taking a seat near her proceeded to 
annoy her in every way possible. She says he 
amused himself by marking her dress with a 
pencil, their tearing it and, to cap the climax, 

STUCK PINS IN HER. 

On Sunday night Dennis was the central fig- 
ure in a funny affair near the Salvation Army 
barracks, 

It seems that he followed his wife and her 
mother, Mrs. M. A. Taber, to the Salvation 
Army barracks that evening, and there re- 
peated the actions alleged to have been per- 
formed at the church. After the services at 
the barracks he hurried down stairs and, ap- 
proaching a policeman, demanded that he ar- 
rest Mrs. Taber. 

It afterwards transpired that Dennis had 
gone before Justice Landrum and had sworn 
out a warrant charging his mother-in-law with 
assault with intent to murder. Upon being 
asked what Mrs. Taber had done he claimed 
that she had 

TRIED TO POISON HIM 
by putting rat poison in his coffee. 

After the warrant had been sworn out, Den- 
nis took it, claiming that he had a special offi- 
cer to whom he desired to entrust the duty of 
making the arrest, 

Nothing further was heard from the warrant 

until Sunday night, when he gave it to the 
policeman whom he met, and demanded the 
lady’s arrest. Immediately after doing so, he 
seems to have repented, for he said he would 
not prosecute, and demanded the return of the 
warrant. The policeman refused to do so 
without further explanation, and Dennis 
snatched it from his hand. 
- The officer started to arrest Dennis, but 
afterwards let him go. Dennis went before 
Justice Landrum and had the warrant dis 
missed.
